thantiuill, may very propetly bee called, the Figgerree 
of hell, in eed that that wherewith Adam and Euedid 
couer their open finne, was the Figgetrecof Paradiſe. 
Andeuer fince that time thistree hath alwaics been ac- 
curſed,andofeuillname among men; bearing nexther 
flowers-norany buddes, nor any thing els to garniſhic 
withall andthe very fruite iſeife hath fromchence been 
drawnetonamethe moſt diſhoneſt partof women, and 
the moſt filthie-and foule-difcaſe that breedeth in the 
parts, that wee cannot welt-name. You are not igno» 
rant of this alſo,thatthe ancient PTR accounpthis 
tree amongſt the gibbers or gallowſes: as forexample, 
whe Timonthe Athenian would haue plucked vpone of 
them that did him ſome anoyance in his garden j-and 
whereupon fundrichad-in formertime been hanged; he 
cauſed'to bee proclaimed with the ſound of a trumper, 
thatifany were willingto be hanged, he fnould diſparch 
and come thither quickly,becauſe hementrocauſe it to 
bee pulled vp by therootes. Plinic teachethvs, that this 
tree hath notany ſent or ſauor;no more hath the L 
Againe, that iteafily caltech her fruirezand ſohath the 
League done : that it receiueth/all manner. of corrupe 
tions;as the League hath receiued all ſortes of people: 
acid chatic doth notlaftor liue long; nomore hath the

League done : and that the greateſt pare of the ſults; 
which appeareth at the begining, never commat 
ripenes;no more hath that ofthe League.Burtharwhich 

yet beter agreeth withir, and hath many more confor. 
mities with the League, than S.Frauncis hath withiour 
Lord,is the Figge tree ofthe Indies, whichthe verySpz. 
nyards re}. ch haue named the Figge tree of hell, 
Concerning which, Mathiolus: RR much foreruth, 
that if amwan cut but onely one leafe fromir,andierbur 
the one halfe thereof within the ground,it will takeroore 

there, and afterwards vpon thatleaferhere will growean 

other leafe,and ſo leaues growing vpon leaues,thisplant 

becommeth hie as it werea tree without bodie, ſtalke; 
branches, and as itwere without roores, in ſo muchthat

ThisFigge ofthe In» 
dies, called (as you haue heard )the Figge trev.of hell, 
bringeth foorth fruite like vnto the common figges, 
but yet ſomewhat more grofie and great, finiſhingby 
the forepart ina crowne, (theſe are the propertearrmes 
of Mathiolus) and are of colour berweene greene and 
purple,within there isnoching,fauinga certainekindeof 
puffed marter,as in our figges, but yet ſofull withacer» 
taine red kind of iuyce,that it tainteth menshands, asthe 
mulberies orblacke beries do,and cauſerhthemthatre» 
ceiue it,to make yrine as red as bloud,wherofmany 
ple are greatly afraid. Haue you rot ſeenertharthe League

haue a peculiar chapter of a' certaine ogle that 'they 
call; the oyle of the Figge tree of hell, and they ſay, 
that ic commeth from Geliſco , #-province'in newe 
Spayne.

d'i , that is as before, the Figge tree of 
hell.

this as] cakeit,miay ſuffiſe orſatisfie them, that would di> 
uineor diſpute concerningthis terme; Some: hauetolde 
my coufin,that diuers thought hardly of it,thathee hath 
expreſledthe proper names of ſome of the ſeditious and 
cincipall authors , of allche miſerie and, miſchicfe-of 
France.
